A MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


A Negro Man Found Dead—No 
Knowledge Obtained as to 
his Identity—His Death 
Probably Occasione- 

ed by Sickaess. 


Yesterday morning asmall colored 
girl found a negro man laying dead 
upon the ground in the eastern por- 
tion’ of what is known as the Love- 
joy grove in this city. She immedi- 


communicated the fact to Mr. Love- 


Joy, the principal of the Lovejoy 
school, who finding the man really 
dead, at qnee communicated the fact 
to the p r officers. Deputy Sher- 
iff Knox? Dunn, acting. as Coroner, 
summoned a jury of inquest, and 
with the assistance of Dr. James 
Dunn the affair received a thorough 
investigation. Nothing was elicited, 
however, farther than the opinion cf 
the physician that the man came to 
his death from some disease, although 
he did not think, from the appear- 
ance of the body, that the man died 
in the place in which he was found. 
No evidence of violence was found 
upon the body. A negro woman tes- 
tified that she saw the deceased pass 
Winter’s Row some week since, 
Jooking so feeble that he could scar- 
cely walk, and the jury found a ver- 
dict tothe effect that the deceased 
came to his death from some cause 
unknown, 

There was nothipg to indicate who 
the negro was and no one recognized 
him. He was apparently some 22 
years of age, of light mulatto com- 
plexion, some 5 feet 10 inches in 
height, and probably weighed when 
in health some 145 lbs. The Coroner 
ordered that he be buried at the ex- 
pense of the county. 

Aud thus has this negro passed 
away, unknown, unwept and un- 
sung. Whatasad commentary upon 
the present condition of the African 
race.

MAsontc HONORS TO THE LATE 
MAYoR SEPARK.—At the communic- 
ation of the Grand Lodge of Masons 
held for the purpose of paying respect 
to the memory of Mayor J. H. Sep- 
ark, the acting Grand Master John 
Nichols, Esq., delivered the follow- 
ing address : 


Brethren :—The Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina has been called to- 
gether to-day, to pay the last tribute 
of respect to one of its most beloved 
and worthy members. The unexpect- 
ed aunouncement of the death of Bro. 
Joseph H. Separk cast a gloom: over 
ourentire community, fur po man 
Was more respected, honored and be- 
loved than he. 

As the Chief Magistrate of our 
beautiful and flourishing city, he 
merited, and justly commanded the 
respect and esteem of his fellow citi- 
Zens; as a member of the christian 
church he was active, devoted, and 
was beloved by all with whom he 
was associated. Dut it Wis as a Mason 
that we knew him best and loved 
hima most. 

It was my privilege and pleasure to 
have been associated intimately with 
him on our ancient and honorable or- 
der, for the past twelve years; and I[ 
cau say without any extravagant as- 
sertiong that fo man within my 
knowledge came nearer being the 
“perfeet and upright Mason,” than 
our departed brother. True and faith- 
ful to his duties in the Lodge, con- 
scientious in the discharge of every 
masonic duly; charitable to theerring 
aud misguided, withan open hand to 
every appeal of charity, he exempli- 
fied, in the highest degree, the no- 
blest tenets of our institution. 

Modest and unassuming as acitizen, 
yet by his upright walk and exems 
plury conversation he unconsecious- 
iy commanded the respect and es- 
teem ofall with whom he came in 
contact. Devout and faithful as a 
member of his church. he won the 
affection aud admiration of his as- 
sociates. Asa Mason, and an Oflicer 
of this Grand Lodge, his faithful- 
ness to duty, his polite and accom- 
modating disposition, his genial good 
nature, and his fidelity to the prin- 
ciples of our order, made for 
him friends of ail who met 
him upon the ¢heckered floor, 

But he is gone! Gone to that 
Lodge above, where the Grand Mas- 
ter of the Universe presides, and 
‘where all good Masons hope at last 
to arrive.’”’ May the example of this 
good brother, whose remains we are 
ubout to commit to the silent tomb, 
incite us to increased admiration and 
love for the principles of our order, 
and be a warning to us to be pre- 
pared for the summons which awaits 
us all; when the great I -AM calls 
us from this terrestrial, to the celes- 
tial lodge above, where Godin his 
majesty forever rules. 

The following, introduced’ by 
Grand Secretary Bain, was unoni- 
mously adopted : 

The sad circumstance which oc- 
easionus this emergent commubica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge fills the 
breasts of the members of the frater- 
nity, especially those who knew our 
deceased brother, Joseph H. Separk, 
with emotions of deep sorrow. The 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina has 
assembled to-day to pay the homage 
to its departed servant, which his 
character as a Christian, Mason, citi- 
zen and public man so eminently 
merits. 

For many years,-immediately pre- 
ceding his death, he had been a faith- 
ful adherent to masonry and {a true 
exponent of its noble principles, and 
his death is regarded as a loss whose 
severity will be felt beyond the com- 
munity in which he lived. 

As Tiler for several years of this 
Grand Body he was brought into an 
extensive association with the masons 
of this Grand Jursidiction, and the 
fraternal friendship formed as_ the 
result of that association, will be 
cherished by the living as a sacred 
memento of their honored brother. 

The following resolutions are unani- 
mously adopted : 

Resolved, That the death of Bro. 
Joseph H. Separk is deplored in 
consequence of the loss which it oc- 
casions to the Christian Church, the 
Masonic Fraternity, and the commu- 
nity at large of all of which he was a 
valuable servant.

RESIGNATION OF DR. W. J. 
HAWKINS.

He seemed specially 
adapted by nature for the laborious 
and responsible duties he so success- 
fully conducted, for without special 
training for his avocation, he seat- 
ed himself in the presidential chair 
with a firmness and an aptitude for 
his position indicative of a power to 
rule and a wisdom to guide. For 
nineteen years he managed the af- 
fairs of his company with energy, 
judgment and integrity. He brought 
up his road from the depths of des- 
pondency to the heights of prosper- 
ity. He rebuilt its track, renewed 
its stations, enlarged its equipment, 
and extended its connections. 
With asagacity characterstic of the 
man, and a financial genins eqnal 
to his purposes, he recognized the 
necessity of building up the fortunes 
of his own road by pushingit farther 
South, and provided the means to 
do so without oppression to the 
stockholders, cost to the State, or 
damage to any other interest. 

It is deeply gratifying to Dr. 
Hawkins, and no less so to his 
friends, that after his long period 
of service during which h's charac- 
ter and his motives have been mer- 
cilessly assailed, he retires with the 
unanimous and cordial endorsement 
by both Boards not only of his emi- 
nent services to the companies over 
which he presided, but of the spot- 
less integrity which have character- 
ized him.

DEATH AT THE ILELM. 


A Horrible Voyage from Liverpool 
to San Francisco—The Crew in 
Mutiny—Scuryy Breaks out Among 


the Sailers—Twelve Deaths from | 
that Disease During the Voyace— | 


the Vessel Stizmatized by Plime 
soll as a Floating Coffin.

“The long expected sritish ship 
Lremen was telegraphed ten miles 
out yesterday morning, and soon at- 
terward Captain Bingham went oat 
over the barto meet the ship, and, 


| on arriving on bourd, was informed 


by the Captain that the crew was 
down with the scurvy and assistance 
was needed to bring her into port 
Captain Bingham st onee returned 
to the city and ordered twenty men 
out to work the ship, and the power- 
fultug Rescue to tow her in. The 
Bremen was for twelve years engug- 
edasasteamerin the tine between 
Bremen aud New York, but as she 
consumed too much eval, her owners 
determined to have her transferred 
into a clipper ship, the change being 
madein Liverpool, and in Jaguary 
last she Was again ready for sea. ‘lhe 
Bremen registers 2,794 tons. She is 
in command of Captain S, Leslie, an 
o.d and experienced commander. On 
the 6th of February she sailed from 
Liverpool for this port with a cargo 
of coal, the Captain, three mates, 
sail-maker, carpenter's mate, three 
apprentices, ‘wo stowaway bors, one 
white ordinary seaman and Llirty-six 
colored seamen. She was well pro- 
visidned in every respect, and Surled 
with very prospect of a lair passage. 
On the lzth of February, six days 
after leaving port, the first case of 
sickness Was reported to the Captain, 
the invalid being Charles Perry, one 
ofthe colored crew, who came aft 
and complained ofa bad chest and 
throat. ‘Lhe Captain examined him, 
and found that his lungs were com- 
pletely gone, and gave hima doseof 
cough pills, Which, he Was 
unable to swallow. Parry grew 
worse until February 2Ist, when he 
told the Captain that he was feeling 
easier, but was satisfied he was going 
to die. Two days afterward Parry 
faintedin the arms of two of his 
shipmates. The Captain was sent 
for, but on reaching the foreeastic 
Parry’s life Was extiuet. From this 
timeon sickness cofrtinued to in- 
crease amoung the crew, although the 
Captain commenced to serve out 
lime juice on Februa.y Lith. 
“Atmidnight, on March 13, the 
Mate came below and reported to the 
Captain that the colored crew refused 
to do duty; that the ring-leaders 
were Black and Scott, and Scott had 
threatened to cut the second mate's’ 
lipoth The Captain armed himself 
and went on deck, determined to re- 
store order at all bazards. He foo 
one watch in open revolt, an 
auotherof eighteen meu standing 
ready to join the othe s. The ring- 
leaders, Black and Seott, gave ins 
solent answers, and said they would 
not muster. ‘The crew were then in- 
formed of the serious consequences 
that would follow from the revolt 
and insubordination. The eighteen 
noton duty were ordered to stand 
aside, while Black and Scott were 
placed aftand Kept there till 4a, m. 
AtS o’ciock they were put tn irons 
aud ordered to be Kept on bread and. 


water forone week. The following 


morning both men sent word to the 
Captain that they were sorry for 
whatthey had done. They were 
brought before the Captain and 
Mate, and after apologizing and 
promising to do duty they were re 
leased, 

“Symptoms of scurvy began to show 
in March, and the only cause that 
can at present be assigned for so 
many of the crew being taken down 
Withitas the fault of the sailors, 
Most of them shipped in’ Liverpool a 
few days after their arrival there 
from New York. When taken sick 
they would refuse to takethe vine- 
garand other medicines given by 
the Captain, until they were help- 
Jess. ‘Shey also became demoralized 
and frightened as they saw their 
numbers decreasing one by one. ‘The 
carpenter’s mate went to bed quite 
Well at night, and the next morning
